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WORLD'S FAIR RAILWAY CROSSINGS, 

The Post-Dispatch has urged that all railways connecting with 
tic World's Fair grounds should, where possible, cross streets 
and other railwafs above or below grade, so as to avoid the great 
danger of grade crossings. 

A line is about to be built at Clifton Heights, to connect the 

Frisco and Missouri Pacific tracks and thence to the World's

cable to cross this street except at the street level. The time is 
Short, and it is necessary to complete the line, in order to get 
material into the grounds.

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WEAKNESSES OF THE LAW. 


The recommendation of the late grandjury that, if the present 
system of granting franchises to private owners and operating 
them under private ownership be continued, a law be passed 
confiscating the franchise and plant to the benefit of the city 
and the informant, should the franchise be corruptly obtained, is 
worthy of careful consideration.

But the new grandjury must take up the work at the beginning

Frequently an impertanc: inquity has failed because a grandjury 
was fore to adjourn before completing its labors. 

It would be a great advantage to the administration of justice 
if a grandjury cculd continue special work to the end. It should 
be enabled by law to complete any investigation it has taken 
up at the will vf the court upon the, statement of the grandjury 
that it requires additional time.

THE MISSOURI MOCKING BIRD. 


From The Inglencok. 

We are inclined to be somewhat vain of 
our numerous song birds, but chief among 
them is the genuine mocking bird. He is 
said to be even superior to the nightin- 
gale. ‘There is nothing attractive in his 
appearancs except his graceful manner and 
neat form. In color he is grayish brown 


above, and dull white below, while his 
quills are black, variegated with white. He 
is really distantly related to the plain and 
modest thrush. 

The mocking bird is a very thoughtless 
yok ype seine, bd building his nests in the trees 
and shrubbery around the house, or in iow 
hedgerows—indeed a.most anywhere that 
happens to be convenient at the time of 
nesting. The female lays from three to six 
eggs of a pale bluish green color blotched 
and spotted with yellowish brown. 

While the energy of the mocker seems 
— devoted to song, when there are 
eggs hatching or babies in thé nest, they 
wiil protect them fiercely, as some gentle 
people when really aroused or angered will 
do. The birds feed upon berries, seeds and 
insects, and are quite harmless’ in every 


way. 

But his song is Indescribable. 'tHé ‘will im- 
itate ali other birds, and also the sfjueal of 
young pigs, the cry of cats, and will scare 
the chickens with the hoarse scream of a 
hawk. But usually as I have heard him 
about our house or barn he’ pours forth 
only the clear, beautiful melody which has 
made him so famous. While singing his 
favorite perch is a high, swinging tree 
branch, or the peak of a house, and he sits 
with head thrown back and throat distend- 
ed, while his whole body vibrates in song. 
He is the embodiment of joy itself. 

Thoreau's eulogy of the bobolink’s notes 
is applicable in full to this charming bird. 
“It is as if he touched his harp within a 
vase of liquid melody, and when he lifted 
it out the notes fell like bubbles from the 
trembling strings. And the meadow is be- 
spattered with nrelody. Its notes fall with 
the apple blossoms in the orchard. It seems 
as if in that vase full of melody some 
notes sphered themselves and from time to 
time bubbled up to the surface, and were 
with difficulty repressed.’’
